City’s Stringent

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
The Alabama S u p r e m e Court 
Thursday o u s t e d Birmingham's 
hard - line segregationist govern­ 
ment, including tough-talking Po­ 
lice Commissioner Eugene (Bull) 
Connor—the man who became a 
symbol of resistance to the inte­ 
grationist movement in the South. 
The court decision came about 
the time 1,081 Negro pupils who 
had been barred from school for 
participating in anti-segregation 
demonstrations returned to their 
classrooms under federal court 
order. 
Integrationist* 
were 
jubilant 
over 
the 
Alabama 
Supreme 
Court’s change of government 
ruling and said it indicated "jus­ 
tice and progress has triumphed 
for Birmingham." 
Connor, who has served the city 
government for 22 years, bowed 
out saying that while he enjoyed 
his public service, "I don’t be­ 
lieve I owe the taxpayers any 
thing." 
Veters Change Government 
Birmingham 
residents 
voted 
last fall to change f r o m the 
three - commissioner form of gov­ 
ernment to the mayor - council 
form, and a new mayor—former 
Lt. Gov. Albert Boutweil—and 
nine councilmen were named this 
spring. 
But Connor and his two fellow 
commissioners, J. T. Waggoner, 
and Art Hanes, who acted as 
mayor, refused to leave office, 
contending their terms had not 
expired. 
Connor still was ct this opinion 
Thursday after the court directed 
the three commissioners to step 
aside for the new government. 
"They (the taxpayers) are go­ 
ing to owe me almost two and 
one-half years pay whether I can 
get it or not," said Connor, who 
earned $11,668 a year in his old 
job.

Local integration leader Rev. 
F. L. Shuttlesworth congratulated 
Boutweil on his assuming office. 
"The Negro people look to Hie 
Boutweil administration for direct 
progress in the area of race re­ 
lations," Shuttlesworth said. "It 
will never be our intention to em 
barras* the administration in any 
way, but there must be definite 
(racial) progress. . 
Thursday’s court action dealing 
with Birmingham’s form of gov­ 
ernment was but one of two hear­ 
ings on Alabama’s overall racial 
situation. 
In Washington, the Justice De 
partment filed a brief with the 
U. S. Supreme Court answering 
Gov. George C. Wallace’s demand 
that troops be removed from Ala­ 
bama soil.

PORT AU PRINCE (UPI) - 
Four separate blasts exploded in 
Port au Prince Thursday at the 
beginning of a new four-year per 
iod of rule for President Fran­ 
cois Duvalier. 
The explosions, which sounded 
like fragmentation grenades, went 
off early Thursday morning in the 
vicinity of a school in the San 
Gerard 
district 
which 
was 
bombed by Duvalier opponents 
last Tuesday. Reports said six 
persons were killed in the earlier 
blast. 
There was no immediate report 
on possible casualties from Thurs­ 
day’s explosions. 
But scattered pistol shots ac­ 
companied

quickly followed the blasts about 
2:15 a.m.

Debt Lid Hike 
Bill Advances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Senate Finance Committee Thurs­ 
day quickly approved stopgap leg­ 
islation to boost toe national debt 
ceiling to a record high of $309 
billion. 
Action on the House-passed bill 
was taken in closed session less 
than 30 minutes after Treasury 
Secretary Douglas Dillon told toe 
group an increase was “impera 
tive” if the government is to pay 
its bills. 
Chairman Harry F. Byrd, D- 
Va., said approval was by voice 
vote. 
The group made one change in 
the House bill—to extend the $309 
billion temporary ceiling a full 12 
months until June 30, 1964, in­ 
stead of terminating it on Aug. 
31, 1963, as voted by the House.

Line the inside with alum 
inurn foil and partially fill with 
blocks of a commercial foam 
flower holder presaturated with 
water 
—Insert flower stems into the 
foam holders and add water. As 
a finishing touch, use any big. 
green foliage—say magnolia leaves 
—to form a decorative mat under 
the bread. 
With .June, the month of roses, 
approaching, the florists included 
in their report a few rosy recom­ 
mendations. 
“When the florist delivers your 
roses or you get them from your 
garden,” the SAF said, “immedi­ 
ately recut the stems diagonally 
with a sharp knife. 
“Place them in a container of 
very warm deep water. This will 
expand the stem pores, permitting 
the water to reach die blooms 
and provide life-giving moisture.” 
Then remove ail rose foliage. 
Including thorns, below the water 
line and add a commercial flower 
preservative. 
P.S.—lf stem ends get soft or 
decayed, recut the stems diagon­ 
ally to remove that portion. Later, 
when the roses begin to wilt, re­ 
cut the stems and place diem 
again in very warm water. Your 
rotes should last much longer if

Trade Hassle 
Develops At Geneva 


The 90-nation meeting in Geneva of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) has been dubbed the “Kennedy round” 
because the conference was made possible by 
the Trade Expansion Act of 1062. 
Under this law, upon which the White House 
depends to stimulate foreign business, the 
President has authority to reduce tariffs as 
much as 50 per cent if other GATT members 
can be persuaded to do the same. 
It was widely contended that the trade act 
would open doors wide to American negotiators. 
But Christian A. Herter, Mr. Kennedy’s special 
trade representative, seems to be having a little 
trouble in talking business with his foreign col­ 
leagues in Geneva. And this is merely a pre­ 
liminary conference plot to guidelines for next 
year’s actual bargaining. 
In opening the conference, Switzerland’s 
economics minister spoke of how unforgivable 
K would be to miss this “magnificent oppor­ 
tunity” to achieve a breakthrough in freer 
world trade. Europe’s Common Market, how­ 
ever, appears to be willing to let the oppor­ 
tunity go by. 
It was totally unresponsive to Mr. Herter’s 
suggestion that underdeveloped nations be 
helped by dispensing with customs duties on 
tropical goods. 
This is one of the lesser examples of the 
differences among the chief parties on key 
Issues. The question is whether the negotiators 
have the desire to cut through the tougher 
questions.

Art Of Making A Coalition 


When the Republicans finally face up to the task 
cf piecing together an effective coalition for 1964. to 
what elements of the electorate can they make their 
) appeal? 
Looking over what might be called-the demographi­ 
cs! landscape, one can catch glimpses of many promis­ 
ing leads. Hie Republicans don’t need to worry very 
much about the wide segment of the suburban vote that 
is tax conscious, inflation conscious, and tired to death 
of strikes. They will tend to hold their own here no 
matter what candidate they choose. On the other hand, 
they cannot hope to make much of a dent in certain 
traditional New Deal areas. Blue-collar labor will tend 
to the Democratic side; so will the so-called ethnic 
groups, with some exceptions. 


Where die Republicans can make an appeal, 
however, Is to the increasingly numerous people 
who have become disillusioned with their status as 
part of the old Rooaeveltian coalitions. One big 
element here is the particular classification of 
labor that has moved out of the blue-collar class 
and Into the white-collar groupings. Since 1947, the 
year before Harry Truman’s astounding second 
term victory, whitecollar employment has risen by 
SO per cent as compared to a 17 per cent rise in 
over-all employment. Farm and bluecollar workers 
have actually declined since 1947 —but in fifteen 
years the number of whitecollar workers has 
Jumped by ten million. 


What does a whitecollar family earn? With the 
average American family’s income now at $7,140 a 
year, according to Department of Commerce figures, 
it is a reasonable assumption that the whitecollar 
people are practically all within shouting distance of 
the socalled “median” figure of $5,840, which is the 
Department of Commerce’s estimate of what at least 
half the families in America are making. 
Now, $5,840 a year pays a lot of taxes one way or 
another. Owing to thirty years of inflation this is not 
an affluent figure—and those who are earning between 
$5,000 and $6,000 are heartily sick of being checked 
off every pay-day for state and federal taxes, company 
deductions, and social security. Ibis is why such Ken­ 
nedy gimmicks as medicare, federal aid to education, 
and what - not, rouse no enthusiasm among the 
“masses.” The new white-collar working class is tired 
of being checked off, period. If the correct pitches are 
made, this class should be widely responsive to Repub­ 
lican promises to stabilize the check-off business right 
where it is, or even to try to reduce it a little. 
Then there are the old people who live on fixed 
incomes. Many of these people are grateful for what 
social security they have. But they have become in­ 
tensely concerned with protecting the buying power of 
that security. They might like medicare, but not at 
the expense of more inflation. One way the Repub­ 
licans might appeal to the old people is to insist that 
the separate states make federal medicare unnecessary 
by really doing something about the less costly Kerr- 
Mills legislation, which can be invoked to cover needy 
cases without adding to the social security bite. 
Though the connection between increased social secur­ 
ity check-offs and inflation may seem obscure at first 
blush, the fact is that every time take-home pay is 
lessened it increases the pressure for higher over-all 
wages, which have to be financed out of a federal 
increase in the money supply. The old people don’t 
l l stand to get their cut of new federal money, which is 
3 one reason they are now a deflationary bloc, interested 
in protecting the value of the money they already have. 


There are many other blocs and interest groups 
to which the Republicans can turn for support. 
Item: the numerous non-extremist southerners who 
would like to solve the problems of race relations 
without being insulted with a force bill psychology 
in Washington. Item: the poorer farmers, who 
might be won by a promise of limiting support pay­ 
ments to wheat produced on a limited number of 
acres. Item: the patriots who feel disfranchised 
every time Fidel Castro or “Che” Guevara makes 
a sarcastic speech about the gutless Yankees. 


The Republicans can have good hunting if and when 
they take a tip from the Democrats, who know how to 
add blocs into coalitions. An election campaign be­ 
tween two arithmetically knowledgeable parties would 
be a really meaningful thing.

Khrushchev, McNamara Experience 
Similar Problems With Military 


WASHINGTON—Observers who 
have come back from Moscow 
compare Premier Khrushchev's 
troubles with his Red Army gen­ 
erals as not unlike those Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert McNa­ 
mara is having with U. S. ad­ 
mirals and military men. 
The friction which led to the 
purge of Admiral George Ander­ 
son as chief of naval operations 
actually began last October dur­ 
ing the Cuban crisis, when An­ 
derson wanted to let each U. S. 
naval commander operate chi his 
own in Cuban waters when it 
came to stopping Russian ships. 
President Kennedy and Secre­ 
tary McNamara over-ruled him. 
They felt that the situation was 
too tense to let the fate of the 
United States rest in the hands of 
individual 
naval 
officers. 
One 
false move, 
they 
said, could 
plunge the world into war. 
Admiral Anderson believed that 
his commanders were cool, level­ 
headed and well trained to meet 
emergencies; that they should not 
have to query Washington on 
every move, 1,000 miles away. 
However, the White House and 
the Defense Department kept a 
minute-to-minute control over the 
tense Cuban blockade, as Russian 
vessels steamed toward Havana.

The Supreme Court And The Law Of The Land 


WASHINGTON - Who knows 
what the “law of the land” is with 
respect to Negro demonstrations 
and resultant disorders in Bir­ 
mingham, Alabama, and other 
cities throughout the country? 
Are state or city police forbid­ 
den to arrest anyone for inciting 
disorder as long as the purpose 
or objective is to demonstrate for 
a lawful cause? 
These questions are touched 
upon in one way or another in a 
series of decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States which 
were handed down this week. But 
the opinions rendered do not clari­ 
fy the issue. In most of the de­ 
cisions, technicalities are inter­ 
mingled with constitutional prin­ 
ciple, and it is difficult to know 
where one begins and the other 
ends. 
Thus, the Supreme Court decid­ 
ed that in one city, which has an 
ordinance forbidding integration, 
it was lawful for sit-in demonstra­ 
tors to demand service alongside 
of whites in restaurants. The de­ 
cision said, in effect, that the pro­ 
prietor was ordered by state law 
and didn't segregate lunch coun­ 
ters of his own free will. 
In another city, where there was 
no state or city law requiring 
segregation, the Supreme Court 
held that statements made from 
time to time by public officials 
amounted to the same thing as a 
law. Hence, demonstrators were 
within their rights in pursuing 
their objectives and the restaur­ 
ant owner was being “coerced” 
by city officials and was not act­ 
ing of his own accord in maintain­ 
ing segregated lunch counters. 
These confusing interpretations 
were by no means unanimous. 
Justice Harlan, one of the most 
learned of the members of the 
Court, took issue with the other 
justices on the extent to which 
private rights may be invaded. 
Most significant is the court’s 
view that when a demonstration 
leads to violence and disorder, 
the demonstrators are not held 
to be at fault. Chief Justice War-

ren said, with regard to one of the 
cases, that incitement to disorder 
may occur, but that those whose 
acts gave rise to the riots or dis­ 
orders could not be punished. He 
said: 
“But it is sufficient to say 
again that a generally worded 
statute, when construed to punish 
conduct which cannot be constitu­ 
tionally punished, is unconstitu­ 
tionally vague. 
“And the possibility of disorder 
by others cannot justify exclusion 
of persons from a place if they 
otherwise have a Constitutional 
right — founded upon the equal 
protection clause—to be present.” 
The mere fact that the police 
felt that demonstrations and riots 


might ensue was not sufficient 
ground for the police to arrest 
those who refused to obey their 
orders. 
Incidentally, the Court’s com­ 
ment that the law cannot inter­ 
vene until an actual disorder takes 
place is interesting in view of the 
recent action of the President of 
the United States in ordering 
troops to Alabama on the theory 
that there might be disorders. The 
power he claimed to send troops 
was based upon a threatened out­ 
break of violence. According to 
the new Supreme Court opinion, 
he presumably should not have 
issued such orders to mobilize 
troops until violence actually had 
occurred. 


Inside Washington

AD ASTRO?—Some officials in 
Washington have been concerned 
about commercialization of U. S. 
astronauts’ exploits. They can get 
some relief from a recent adver­ 
tisement that appeared in a Rus­ 
sian magazine. The ad depicted 
Soviet casmonaut Gherman Titov 
wearing a Russian-made wrist­ 
watch. The blurb said: 
“Count down . . . J, 2, I—fire! 
At the launching pad headquarters 
all eyes are fixed rn numerous 
watch dials as the booming count 
down resounds. Traveling in space 
together with Gherman Titov, this 
rugged watch showed the exact 
time through the most trying 
moments of overloads and weight­ 
lessness.” 
At least, these Washington offi­ 
cials can reassure themselves, 
American astronauts are prohibit­ 
ed from endorsing commercial 
products. 


JFR, YALE ’82? — President 
Kennedy, a Harvard graduate, re­ 


cently received a ballot asking 
him to vote for a new member of 
the Yale Corporation, the govern­ 
ing body of Yale University. 
Surprised at first, Kennedy real­ 
ized he was qualified by virtue of 
having received an honorary de­ 
gree from the university last year. 
Along with the ballot came the 
standard 
questionnaire 
seeking 
facts 
and 
statistics 
on 
Yale 
alumni. Among other things, the 
questionnaire asked for the name 
of a person who would know his 
forwarding address if he moved 
from his present residence. 


HOW’S THAT AGAIN? — The 
House of Representatives has just 
passed a bill to control the growth 
of feed grains. It is now being 
considered in the Senate. The bill 
runs about 2,200 words in length, 
and the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee has put out a “short ex­ 
planation” of the bill. 
The ex­ 
planation runs 5,500 words. 


This week’s Supreme Court de­ 
cision makes it plain that Negroes 
who were playing basketball in 
a public park and who were them­ 
selves peaceable could not be 
legally arrested, and that the im­ 
pact of the incident on those who 
opposed the use of public facilities 
by Negroes is not relevant. 
In the South 
Carolina 
case, 
where the manager of a store 
refused to serve his Negro cus­ 
tomers except at separate tables, 
the Court held that, since the 
city ordinance requiring segre­ 
gation was not constitutional, any 
act based upon it by an individual 
wa also invalid. 
In the Louisiana case, where 
there was no law requiring segre­ 
gation, the Supreme Court took 
cognizance of the absence of such 
a statute. It ruled, however, that, 
because city officials had public­ 
ly denounced “sit-ins” and be­ 
cause the store managers con­ 
ferred with those officials and the 
police when a demonstration in the 
store took place, they were guilty 
of collaboration with city authori­ 
ties. It was declared by the court 
that, in effect, the store was oper­ 
ating at the dictate of city offi­ 
cials. 
The manager of the department 
store in question declared that he 
was maintaining segregated facili­ 
ties in accordance with “state 
policy and practice” as well as 
local custom. From this, the Su­ 
preme Court majority drew the 
conclusion that the store officials 
were “coerced by the city.” Chief 
Justice Warren said that “the 
state cannot achieve the same 
result by an official command 
which has at least as much co­ 
ercive effect as an ordinance.”

Lead poisoning is an occasional 
hazard to artists. The diagnosis 
is not always easy to make, es­ 
pecially when the victim is an 
amateur, painting for fun.

The New Zea­ 
landers used calcium disodium 
versenate, which displaces the 
lead and allows the kidneys to ex­ 
crete the poison. 
Chelation is a chemical process 
in which one ion is lifted out of 
a structure and replaced by an­ 
other. In these cases, the lead 
ion was lifted out in exchange for 
the calcium ion in the chelating 
agent. The lead is thus made 
harmless and excreted by the 
kidneys.

This was equivalent to a state­ 
ment by the chairman of the joint 
chiefs of staff in Washington that 
John F. Kennedy was not much of 
a hero in the PT boat rescue in 
the South Pacific. 
Shortly after this, Marshall Mal­ 
inovsky went to Indonesia While 
absent, Khrushchev removed Mar­ 
shall Matvei Zakharov as chief 
of staff of the Red Army, replaced 
him with Marshall Sergei Bir- 
yuzov, a rocket expert, and a man 
closer 
to 
Khrshuchev’s 
ideas 
against big land armies. 
Admiral Anderson, a handsome, 
rough and ready sailor, was drop­ 
ped shortly after his return from 
a Navy League Conference in 
Puerto Rico where he had made 
a fairly innocuous speech on the 
importance of mutual trust be­ 
tween superior and inferior offi­ 
cers, but which was interpreted 
by some as the final straw in the 
feud between the military and 
the civilian leaders of the Penta­ 
gon. 
There had been other irritating 
factors, such as differences be­ 
tween McNamara and the military 
over the TFX contract and the 
tendency of some admirals and 
generals to run up to Congress 
with private views in direct con­ 
flict with their civilian chiefs. 
Note — Now that Anderson has 
been dropped, furious naval offi­ 
cers are planning a private cam­ 


paign to make him a hero. They 
recall the manner in which Presi­ 
dent Truman disciplined Admirals 
Arthur Radford and Arleigh Burke 
when they went to Congress in an 
attempt 
to 
undermine 
another 
secretary of defense, Louis John­ 
son, for cutting defense spending 
by pruning big airplane carriers. 
Truman was irate at this under- 
cutting of the civilian command, 
but President Eisenhower brought 
both Radford and Burke back to 
Washington and restored them as 
kingpins of the Navy. 
The admirals hope to do the 
same for Admiral Anderson. Mean­ 
while the lobbying campaign in 
Congress is on. 


Red Army And Missiles

Army battle against Khrushchev 
is hard to determine. Another top 
leader. General I. A. Serov, chief 
of military intelligence, has also

big navy. Khrushchev has argued 
that both are out of date, that 
Russia must rely on long range 
missiles, that the military budget 
must be pruned in favor of agri­ 
culture, housing and industry. 
McNamara and Kennedy have 
followed a somewhat similar line, 
have also clapped official censor­ 
ship on statements by American 
admirals and generals regarding 
the probability of war. McNamara 
and Kennedy have decreed that 
war, when it shall be declared 
and how, is something for the 
civilian branch of 
the

ment to decree.

Within my ken, there is no mar­ 
riage like this one. Dr. Durant 
is the author of "The Story of 
Philosophy,” 
“Transition,” 
and 
seven volumes of a 10-volume 
work called “The Story of Civili­ 
zation.” 
Mrs. 
Durant’s family 
were 
Jewish 
refugees 
f r o m 
Poland. He grew up in Kearny, 
N. J., of a Catholic family. His 
sister recently 
celebrated her 
golden anniversary as a nun at 
St. Michael’s in Jersey City. Ariel 
Alexander Hved in Harlan. 
He broke with his church. He 
finished an eight-year course at 
St. Peter’s in Jersey City in seven 
years and, as he puts in wryly, 
“I came in second, in a class of 
two.” He taught in a snail school 
in New York at 25, and Ariel was 
a student, 13. The young man fell 
in love with the child. She was 
15 when he obtained the consent 
of her parents to marry her in 
a judge’s chambers in New York. 
He had to resign his teaching job. 
She didn’t have carfare, so she 
put on her rollerskates, and her 
skinny legs flashed all the way 
from Harlem to downtown New 
York. Enroute, she fell. She ar­ 
rived with torn stockings, her hair 
was disheveled 
and her face 
bruised, the skates hung around 
her neck. The judge spent an hour 
begging Dr. Durant not to “rob 
the cradle.” He might have saved 
his breath. 
Yesterday we sat in the Castel- 
lana Hilton talking about it. My 
wife, Kelly, made notes. 
Dr. 
Durant is here to write the pro­ 
logue to a motion picture called 
The Fall of the Roman Empire. 
He works in long-hand: 
Ariel 
“types my stuff, tears it down, 


and I rewrite it. Then she tears 
it down again and it is ready.” 
When the doctor fell in love, he 
forgot the use of the personal pro­ 
noun. All of his great books, “we” 
wrote. In an hour, he did not use 
the word “I” once. It is apparent 
to any one who listens that these 
two human trees not only grew 
side by side, their roots fused. 
They are one person. 
He speaks slowly, as scholars 
should. She speaks in animated 
bursts, 
and he stops in mid­ 
sentence in deference to her. “I 
am his old shoe.” she says, “hang­ 
ing on for 50 years.

Planners Agree 
On Subdivision 
Revisions Here 


Lengthy Meeting 
At Court House 


A number of modifications and 
deletions in the proposed subdivi­ 
sion 
regulations 
for 
Allegany 
County were agreed upon by the 
County Planning and Zoning Com­ 
mission at its lengthy meeting 
last night in the Court House base­ 
ment. 
At IO 30 o’clock last night the 
meeting was still in full swing and 
one of the most important objec­ 
tions raised by the Home Builders 
Association of Western Maryland 
at the public hearing on the regu­ 
lations had not yet been discussed 
The builders objected to the re-' 
quirement of a performance bond 
sufficient to cover the estimated 
cost of the improvement. Dick 
Pownall, president of the associa­ 
tion. said at the May 14 hearing 
that a loo per cent performance 
bond would put many builders 
out of business. 


Bond Is Needed 


Members of the commission 
agree that a performance bond of 
some type is necessary but wheth­ 
er it might be lowered from IOO 
per cent had not even been con­ 
sidered at 10:30 o'clock. 
One place where the regulations 
were modified in keeping with a 
request of the home builders was 
in the matter of grades within 
subdivisions. For minor streets 
and alleys the grade may be 14 
per cent instead of the originally 
proposed 12 per cent. Collector 
streets may have IO per cent 
grades instead of eight, major 
roads may have an eight per cent, 
not the originally proposed five. 


Sections Eliminated 


Several places where the com­ 
mission members decided the pro­ 
visions had no requirement pro­ 
visions it was agreed to eliminate 
the sections. One such case in­ 
volved open spaces where it was 
simply suggested that spaces for 
parks and playgrounds may be 
provided. It was agreed that this 
might be a part of the commis­ 
sion's recommendations on recre­ 
ation. 
Four of the five commission 
members were present. Included 
were James A. Perrin, chairman; 
Carl 0. Belt, Dr. Rudolph Stein* 
berger and County Commissioner 
Robert Little Ebert. Also present 
were the county’s planning con­ 
sultant, Julian Tarrant of Rich­ 
mond. Va.; C. Lee Renaud, coun­ 
ty planning director, and Albert 
S. Paye, an engineer who is inter­ 
ested in county affairs. 
When the regulation revisions 
are complete, a new set will be 
compiled with a recommendation 
that the revised version be adopt­ 
ed by the county commissioners. 
The latter must hold a public 
hearing before they become effec­ 
tive.

Higher Price 
For Sugar 
Is Explained 


Retail grocers who are selling 
sugar today at 99 cents for five 
pounds are making only a small 
profit, a wholesale grocery spokes­ 
man reported. 
A spokesman for Economy Gro­ 
cers, the wholesale firm serving 
local independent grocers, said 
that yesterday the wholesale price 
of refined sugar in Baltimore was 
$16.80 a hundredweight. With ad­ 
ditional charges for shipping the 
sugar from Baltimore to Cumber­ 
land, the wholesale price for five 
pounds of sugar here is 93 cents. 
Just a few weeks ago, the whole­ 
sale price of sugar in Baltimore 
was only $8.50 per hundredweight. 
A complicated world situation is 
blamed for the increase. The 
shortage is attributed to crop fail­ 
ure last year in many sugar-pro­ 
ducing countries, plus some labor 
trouble in Hawaii. The disappear­ 
ance of Cuba’s sugar from the 
western market was a factor but 
Cuba also had a poor crop last 
year. 
The higher sugar prices soon 
will be reflected in higher prices 
for chocolate products, candy and 
other food containing much su­ 
gar.

A proclamation certifying the 
results of Tuesday’s fluoridation 
referendum will be adopted by 
the Mayor and Council Monday 
morning. 
The document will certify that 
a proposed charter amendment 
prohibiting the fluoridation of the 
city’s water supply was approved 
by a vote of 3,827 to 1,503. 
City officials were notified of 
the official results yesterday by 
Matthew J. Mullaney, John J. 
Zapf and Victor M. Hebb, election 
board members who served as 
the Board of Canvassers of Elec­ 
tions of Allegany County. 
The board certified that 5,415 
votes were cast, with 3,827 voting 
for the charter amendment and 
1,503 voting against the proposal, 
and declared that since a ma­ 
jority of the votes were cast ‘For’ 
that the charter amendment was 
passed. 
The official canvass showed 
that only 5,330 of the 5,415 voters 
managed to cast valid ballots and 
that 85 persons spoiled their bal­ 
lots. 
Participation in the official can­ 
vass was the last official act of 
Mr. Zapf, secretary of the elec­ 
tion board. He is expected to be 
sworn in soon as a trial magis­ 
trate at Oldtown. 
Under home rule legislation, the 
proclamation must be issued with­ 
in IO days after election results 
are certified.

Tire Company. 
James W. Stein, Local 26 presi­ 
dent, who announced the agree­ 
ment, said a ratification meeting 
has been scheduled by the union 
for Sunday at I p.m. in All Chan 
Shrine Country Club. 
The Kelly union has scheduled 
a special meeting of its board of 
directors today at I p.m. in th* 
union hall to explain details of 
the tentative pact to the board. 
Mr. Stein said the agreement 
will be subject to approval or re­ 
jection by the some 1,600 mem­ 
bers of the union at Sunday’! 
membership meeting. 
No details of the tentative pact 
were released, but the union said 
it follows the industry pattern, 
insofar as economic issues are 
concerned. 
The two-year contract approved 
recently by Goodyear locals of the 
UKW provides wage increases of 
up to 16 cents an hour, plus fringe 
benefits. 
Negotiators for Local 26 began 
contract talks with Kelly on April 
8 and have held continuous nego­ 
tiating sessions.

Baltimore Sun 
Editorializes 
On City’s Vote 


The Baltimore Sun yesterday to- 
eluded editorial comment on Cum­ 
berland's action Tuesday in re­ 
jecting the proposal to fluoridate 
this city's water supply. 
The editorial, entitled "Plain 
Water," read as follows: 
"Approximately 2.5 m i l l i o n 
Marylanders get their water from 
public water systems, and more 
than SO per cent of them receive 
water that is fluoridated. Mary­ 
land, indeed, leads the nation in 
the percentage of its population 
that receives water treated to pre- A 
vent tooth decay. From Snow Hill 
westward to Oakland, fluoridation 
is an accepted public health mea­ 
sure with demonstrable results. 
The Baltimore Health Department 
reported after ten years at fluori­ 
dation that there had been about 
a two-thirds reduction in tooth de* 
cay among children born since he 
program was started. 
"What is true of Maryland gen­ 
erally, though, is not true of Cum­ 
berland specifically. About SO per 
cent of the voters of that Western 
Maryland city went to the polls 
this week in response to a refer­ 
endum, and they voted 3,827 ta 
1,503 against a City Council pro­ 
posal to add Cumberland to the 
fluoridation list. In the tradition 
of home rule, or in this instance 
the freedom to have cavities, the 
people of Cumberland have taken 
their stand on what they think 
best for them, as is their right. 
For the rest of Maryland it means 
that Cumberland will serve as the 
control in any demonstration of 
which group has the fewer* cavi­ 
ties.”
